Used Car Financing Held Firm With Slight Gain; 
Average New Car Price $568; Used 
Car Average $264 


Washington, Feb. 12.—Wholesale financing of automo- 
biles in the United States practically doubled in December, 
amounting to $29,257,137, as compared to $15,719,974 for 


November, according 'to figu 


res just issued by the Bureau 


of the Census through the Department of Commerce. 


Appreciable increases were also 
registered all along the line in retail 
financing, which totaled $50,460,005 
for the month as compared to $48,- 
568,648 for November and $65,915,- 
372 for December, 1930. 

Cars financed through retail deal- 
ers numbered 134,759 of which 35.73 
per cent. were new cars, 61.47 per 
cent. were used cars and 2.80 per 
cent. were unclassified. This com- 
pares to November sales of 131,047 
and December, 1930, sales of 167,142. 

New car financing amounted to 
$27,312,935 for December and rep- 
resented 48,143 cars with an average 
value of $567. This compares to No- 
vember new car sales of $25,349,801, 
representing 44,701 cars with an 
average value of $568. 

Used car financing remained al- 
most stationary, amounting to $21,- 
880,397 for 82,841 cars with an aver- 
age value of $264. This compares 
to a November volume of $21,891,123

$0. CAROLINA BILL 
WOULD CHANGE TAX 
RATINGS ON TRUCKS 


Columbia, S. C., Feb, 12.— Five 
measures which would approxi- 
mately double the present revenue 
from motor vehicles and at the 
same time revise and amend the 
present motor vehicle laws of South 
Carolina were introduced February 
9 by the Roads, Bridges and Ferries 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

License tag taxes on trucks would 
be changed from a capacity basis 
to one of gross weight, ranging 
from $12 annually for one-ton 
trucks with a total capacity limit 
of 4,000 pounds to $500 for a gross 
load of 25,000 pounds. 

Buses and common carrier trucks 
operated for hire would pay a 
privilege tax monthly of 5 per cent., 
and contract haulers a tax of 4 per 
cent, on gross receipts.

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Sales Reports From Nine States 


BUICK IN THIRD 
PLACE AS FIRST 
10 STATES REPORT 


New York, Feb, 12.—Buick occu- 
pied third place on the new passen- 
ger car sales ladder on the basis of 
registration returns from the first 
six states to report for January, 
with Chevrolet remaining in first 
and second places, respectively. 

The registration figures for these 
six states show Plymouth in fifth 
rank among the leading cars in the 
point of sales in January, with Pon- 
tiac in fifth place. 

Studebaker increased its rank to 
sixth, while Oldsmobile was seventh, 
Willys eighth, Dodge ninth and 
Packard tenth. 

Nash was at the head of the next 
group of five cars in point of regis- 
trations, with Essex in twelfth 
place, De Soto thirteenth, Chrysler 
fourteenth and Graham fifteenth. 

The car ranking sixteenth in the 
list was Hupmobile, with Hudson 
taking the next rank and Auburn 
occupying eighteenth place on the 
list. Cadillac was in nineteenth and 
La Salle in twentieth positions. 

Willys-Knight was twenty-first, 
Reo twenty-second and Marmon 
and De Vaux were tied for the 
twenty-third and twenty-fourth 
places. Lincoln and Pierce-Arrow 
were tied for twenty-fifth and 
twenty-sixth positions. Ranking 
twenty-seventh was Rockne, while 
Franklin was twenty-eighth and 
Cord twenty-ninth. 

No sales were reported from these 
states for the Austin, Peerless and 
Stutz cars.

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 12.—Highway transportation played 
a large part in yesterday’s meeting of traffic managers, mem- 


bers of the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce. 
Keen interest was shown in ef-@7— 


forts that are being made to re- 
strict the handling of freight on the 


highways by legislation, both Fed- 
eral and state. The Michigan situ- 
ation, wherein the movement of 
trucks from adjoining states is 
being interfered with through a 
non-reciprocal attitude of the High- 
way Commission, is being reflected 
in retaliatory measures on the part 
of other states. 

Federal legislation as proposed by 
Attorney Examiner Flynn of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
also*in bills now before Congress 
would add further difficulties to the 
handling of materials and supplies 
on the highways which has reached 
a large volume in factory operations 
as a necessary adjunct to the large 
volume of business moved to the 
plants by the railroads. 

The meeting voted to establish a 
special highway transportation 
committee whose particular activity 
will be to study the use of trucks by 
the industry and the effect of pres- 
ent regulations and new proposals.

Henry Ford’s 


Declaration With Open Arms 
Plant Schedules Improve

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 12.—Now that the tension has been 
relieved to a certain extent by Ford coming out into the open 


and admitting he will have an 


eight and a four interchange- 


able on the same chassis, and that production will start some 
time this month, this big town of ours has perked up because 
of the fact that Ford in operation means more employment 


for Detroit citizens. 

As an example of the effeci 
locaily, the J. L. Hudson Company. 
the big department store, has a full 
page ad in this morning’s Free 
Press, congratulating Henry Ford 
and all Detroit, “and declaring that 
Henry Ford’s announcement has 
caused more joy in Detroit than any 
news since the Armistice.” 

Ford is expected to put at least 
30,000 more on his pay roll as soon 
as he gets under way. He will not

take on any one who is not an ex- 
Ford employee. This work for at 
least 30,000 will take a big load off 
Detroit’s feet, speaking slangily. 
But while everyone was excited 
over the Ford announcement yester- 
day, investigation shows that other 
Detroit factories are going strong. 
Unofficially it is stated that Chev- 
rolet is maintaining its 1931 em- 
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Impetus Given Buying-Urge N. 
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In Seattle by New Models 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 11.—Showing | 


of several new models in Seattle 


and the effect of the New York 
show, as well as the Los Angeles 
and San Francisco shows, have 
aroused greater interest on the part 
of the public here in new automo- 
biles than has been noted in a long 
time. 

In Seattle a factor that is hold- 
ing back Ford sales, almost to the 
point of being nil, and that is also 
affecting sales of all but the high 
priced class, is the rumor of the 
new Ford. The prospective buyer is 
waiting to see what the new Ford 
will be like, and what the price will 
be. Even if he has in mind buying 
another make of car, he wants to 
see the effect of the coming Ford, 
regarding which there is much 
guessing. 

Another factor that is holding 
back sales in Seattle is the Seattle 
auto show. The date is later than 
ever, being definitely set for Febru- 
ary 29 to March 5, at the Civic Au- 
ditorium. On March 1, too, the 
personal tax deadline will be passed, 
and dealers confidently expect_sales 
of new cars to show improved vol- 
ume from then on. 

On the whole there has been an 
improved feeling among dealers 
since the first of the year. Sales 
have not been so very brisk, but 
genuine inquiries have been greater 
than ever, showing a keen interest, 
with the view of buying later on. 

Official figures for the first 
eighteen days of January, 1932, 
compiled by Motor List Company, 
show Chevrolet in the lead. Ford 
is second, with Pontiac climbing 
ahead of Plymouth for third posi- 
tion. Ten leaders for the eighteen- 
day period in King county (Seattle) 
follow: Chevrolet, 90; Ford, 36; 
Pontiac, 28; Plymouth, 27; Buick, 
22; Nash, 16; Studebaker, 12; Olds- 
mobile, 10; Willys, 10 and Essex 9. 
Rockne broke into the sales column 
with 2. 

Said Howard Quinn, manager of 
Motor List Company: “Contacts I 
have made lead me to expect in- 
creases in new car sales, as there is 
a desire on part of public to buy. 
Many have held off buying a new 
car about as long as they can stand 
it, and when spring comes people 
in the money will not resist the urge 
to buy, for the new models offer so 
much, that even 1930 and 1931 
models are out-moded.” 

Fresh from the New York show, 
S. L. Savidge, Nash and Pierce- 
Arrow dealer, admits it is difficult 
to be in any but an optimistic 
mood. “The optimistic impression 
given out by the show, the large 
crowds present, including buyers, 
and sales made, all Tved to 
brighten the picture,” said he. 
“Locally there has been iittle 
change as yet, but there is a more 
evident buying urge. This forecasts 
well for salesonalarger scale later 
on, with March the month to open 
up conditions, in my opinion. 

“The deferred market is what im- 
‘presses me. In Washington the 
surprising total of 14,649 fewer cars 
were registered in 1931 than in 
1930. The. figures of total pas- 
senger car registration are: 1930, 
382,874; 1931, 368,225. In 1929 the 
total state registration was 379,995, 
so that the last year there were 
11,770 fewer cars within the state 
than two years ago. These people 
will not walk any longer than they 
have to. They will come into the 


market for either used or new cars 
as soon as the economic situation 
permits, and that will be an indi- 
vidual matter, largely.” 

August Johnson, president of 
Transport Corporation, Hupmobile 
and Willys dealer, is also optimistic. 
“More people are dropping into our 
showrooms than in five years. I 
have never seen such buying inter- 
est. We have crowds every day, 
and that can mean only that there 
is buying in mind.” 

This firm also operates in Spo- 
kane, where the same interest pre- 
vails and where January sales are 
well ahead of the same month of 
last year. 

There is no question but what 
the publicity of the New York show, 
as we as the Pacific Coast shows 
held simultaneously in San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles, has stirred 
up interest in Seattle, in the opin- 
ion of E. G. Hoffman, manager of 
Kastner - Hoffman - Franklin Com- 
pany. 

“The real benefits will be more 
manifest after or during the Seat- 
tle show,” he said, “and I look for 
fair business from then on. Janu- 
ary is proving a good one in used 
-_ just as December was badly 
off. 

“We are still in hopes that used 
car departments will prove profit- 
able, but so far it is only a hope. 
Last year used car sales in Kings 
county, according to official records, 
totaled 20,273, compared to 8,061 
new car sales. This is a tremendous 
youme, two and a haf uned to one 
new. Dealers making no profit can 
place the fault nowhere but with 
themseves. There is a determina- 
tion this year to trade on a fairer 
basis, and if this good resolution is 
lived up to, it will be a fine thing.” 

William O. McKay, president of 
the Seattle Automobile Dealers As- 
sociation and head of the Ford 
dealership under his name, said: 
“There has been activity and in- 
terest on a renewed basis since 
showing of new models locally, with 
some buying, but with more actual 
buying in prospect as the season ad- 
vances, There is an increased public 
acceptance, but it is a selling job 
this year more than ever, The mar- 
ket is a buyers’ market. Many car 
owners have driven their cars longer 
than they have ever done before 
and replacements are in order as 
soon aS times improve even slightly. 
The essence of success this year is 
salesmanship and work.” 

The Lincoln salon week of Jan- 
uary 18 attracted many visitors. 
Some sales are reported. The new 
price opens a big new list of poten- 
tial buyers, according to R. T. Os- 
trander, sales manager. 

That the public realizes there is 
better value than ever before in the 
1932 crop of cars, is his opinion, and 
that is the basis of some increase 
in new car sales predicted by Os- 
trander for this spring and follow- 
ing months. Ford sales are off, he

appear shortly in a form to give the 
Shipping Board the right to regulate 
intercoastal rates and _ services, 
which would be @ new departure in 
governmental control of transporta- 
tion, which heretofore has not ex- 
tended to ocean rates. 

A special committee of the traffic 
managers {is studying the proposal 
that has been made by an Inter- 
state Commerce Commission exam- 
iner to deny shippers the right to 
route freight over lines of their own 
selection. 

In the investigation of reciprocal 
purchasing, the examiner reports 
the routing of freight as playing an 
important part in the railroads 
purchasing of materials. There is 
a decided feeling among shippers 
that the suggestion to eliminate all 
routing control is radical and un- 
justified and would lead to serious 
complications through leaving the 
routing privilege entirely with the 
initial railroads. 

Twenty-five. of the chief traffic 
executives of the railroads, headed 
by Eugene Morris, chairman, Cen- 
tral Freight Association, met the 
N. A. C. C. traffic group on Wednes- 
day afternoon to discuss automo- 
bile shipping and the special com- 
modity tariffs that were made effec- 
tive a year ago. These tariffs were 
published to meet the competition 
of motor trucks in hauling cars to 
dealers, and being an experiment 
in rate making and a departure 
from the ordinary schedules were 
limited to expire on April 10. 

The plan has not been entirely 
successful from the rail viewpoint, 
although data submitted at the 
meeting indicated considerable ben- 
efit to the railroads. 

The Central freight lines on which 
most of the automobile traffic orig- 
inates voted at the meeting to re- 
new the arrangement for another 
year, and it was expected that 
Western and Southern lines will 
take similar action. 

Factories repesented at Thurs- 
day’s meeting included Auburn, 
Buick, Checker Cab, Chevrolet, 
Chrysler, Dodge, Federal, General 
Motors, Graham-Paige, Hudson, 
Hupp, Lincoln, Oakland, Olds, Reo, 
Studebaker and K. A. Moore, N. A.

Hudson's assembly line is working 
a full eight-hour shift six days a 
week and production has been 
boosted so that it now is running 
at a rate between 15,000 and 20,000 
units a week. 

Graham-Paige is turning ’em out 
at the rate of 130 a day, which is 
higher than the peak schedule of 
May a year ago, while employment 
at the main plant and at the com- 
pany’s body plant in Wayne aggre- 
gates 2,419, the largest force on the 
company’s pay roll since June, 1930. 

The company is operating a regu- 
lar day shift four days a week and it 
is expected the month’s production 
will run around 2,300. 

Packard has more than 8,000 men 
on the pay roll, the largest number 
in three years, working full time in 
all departments, with some depart- 
ments operating two and three shifts 
seven days a week.

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Chicago Show Sales 
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And Now Bodies

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ROBABLY the most effective argument that can be 

advanced to the hesitating prospect is the great value 
built into the 1932 car, says Emerson J. Poag of Flint, who 
bumped into this column conductor in a General Motors 
Building corridor the other day. 

We heard a lot on this subject at New York and Chicago, 
where enthusiastic and eloquent speakers at banquets and 
lunches made this phase of salesmanship the crux of their 
talks to dealers. Like speakers, we, too, believe that excep- 
tional value without increase of list prices should be a theme 
song of the salesmen this year, and it seems to us that one 
example of a successful closing of a sale given by Buick’s 
assistant sales manager more effectively proves this point 
than anything this editorial ear has heard this winter.

POAG CLINCHED HIS ARGUMENT on the value 
| appeal by telling us of a recent sale that came to his attention 

this week. Mrs. B , a resident of Ogden, Utah, owned a 
1928 Buick which had cost her something like $1,600. 
Approached by a Buick salesman to buy a new car, Mrs. 
tried to fend him off by saying she couldnt’ afford it, 
whereupon the salesman painted the beauties of the low- 
priced Buick as being an economical buy and within reach 
of her 1932 pocketbook. 

“Why, I just couldn’t ride in a little car like that,” was 
her attempted out, whereupon the salesman proved to her 
that not only was the “little” job bigger in every detail than 
her own car, but that it was an eight, where Mrs. B ’s 
car was a six.

N. A. D. A. to Publish Proce 


Movement Called Mo st! 
Revolutionary Change 


NEW AD DIRECTOR 


Of Policy in History of : 


Organization 


Every available resource of the 
National Automobile Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation will be marshalled to protect 
members of the organization against 
ruthless cancellation or other mis- 
treatment as a result of a resolution 
adopted at the fifteenth annual 
convention at Chicago during the 
national show and reported in the 
current bulletin of the association. 

This movement, according to the 
bulletin, is the most revolutionary 
change in policy that has ever oc- 
curred in the organization. 

During the past fifteen years, the 

bulletin states, the association has 
considered the relations of the’ 
dealer and factory as beyond its | 
province. The matter of cancella- | 
tion has been looked upon as en- 
tirely a matter between the dealer ' 
and the manufacturer, and that the 
organization, formed for the pur- 
pose of looking after the interests 
of the dealer members, could not ! 
intervene in a family quarrel. 
7 The resolution adopted at the|} 
Chicago meeting, which will form | 
the basis for the change in policy | 
of the N. A. D. A., was as follows: | 
“Be it resolved, by the members of | 
the National Automobile Dealers’ | 
Association, that the headquarters | 
and the board of directors of the | 
association are hereby commanded 
that in all cases of cancellation of 
members’ contract by a manufac- 
turer, that the headquarters shall, 
upon the request of the canceled | 
member (or the headquarters may 
upon its own volition), make 2 | 
thorough examination of the cir- 
cumstances of the cancellation and 
of the treatment accorded the can- 
celed dealer. 

“That whenever such an investi- 
gation is made by the association an 
opportunity shall be given to the 
canceling manufacturer to explain 
his side cancellation, but that in any 
event the trade will be advised of 
ithe methods employed in the can- 
cellation and disposition of all rights 
and liabilities after the termination 
of the agreement. The headquar- 
ters is instructed that when a man- 
ufacturer makes reply to a cancel- 
lation the answer of the manufac- 
turer shall be published with the 
charges of the canceled dealer and 
with any or all other information 
that can be furnished by the dealer, 
the local ‘dealer association, by 
bankers in the community or any 
information which may be developed 
by the spontaneous investigation of 
the National Automobile Dealers 
Association staff; that when such 
an investigation is completed, and 
all sides of the controversy have 
been given an opportunity to be 
heard, a public report shall be made 
of the circumstances of the cancel- 
lation for the information of all 
members of the organization, and 
to the banks of the community-and 
the nation and to such branches 
and arms of the Federal and state 
governments as may be interested 
in the procedure.” 

For the information of the unin- 
formed reader, the bulleiin states, 
this extraordinary resolution has 
been adopted for the following 
reasons: 

The resolution additionally em-} 
powers the headquarters, wherever | 
law violations occur, to bring them 
to the attention of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Justice, the Federal Trade 
Commission, the attorneys general of 
the various states and the prosecut- 
ing attorneys of the counties in which 
such law violations took place.

made, but the department is sincere 
in an endeavor to cancel these ap- 
pointments at the earliest possible 
moment, After all, appointments is- 
sued are premanent, and no great 
harm can come from the few sta- 
tions whose appointments will ulti- 
mately be revoked. 

“It is expected that those in- 
spectors and investigators already in 
the field will be augmented by the 
force of forty equipment inspector 
supervisors, some time witHin the 
next week or ten days, after which 
time let the dishonest station be- 
ware. All officials, from Dr. King 
and Commissioner Eynon down, 
mean business; and we confidently 
look for hundreds of revocations 
within the next few months. 

“Report forms should not be al- 
lowed to accumulate, but should be 
forwarded to the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles daily. Do not hold report 
forms and unused stickers when a 
customer says he will be backin a 
day or two, but explain to him that 
you are required to forward forms 
every day, and make it clear that 
you are not reporting him, merely 
abiding by the requirements that 
are necessary for you to retain your 
official appointment. 

“There will be a last minute rush 
for stickers during the latter part 
of March. This rush will come from 
the owners of junkers, and other 
motor vehicles that are in such poor 
mechanical condition that it will 
pay them to purchase a good used 
motor vehicle and dismantle the old 
“crock.” Why not get ready for this 
young army of prospects? Surely, 
some of this group will buy! Many 
motor vehicles have been driven so 
many miles without any major re- 
pairs that the reconditioning cost 
will be entirely out of proportion to 
the value of the car. 

“Every artifice known to the 
thousands of owners of junkers will 
be used to purchase, steal or in some 
manner secure the valuable inspec- 
tion sticker. Be careful of the stick- 
ers in your possession. Keep them 
under lock and key. They are num- 
bered and charged to you. You are 
morally responsible for them. 

“Do everything possible locally 
through civic organizations to spur 
the inspections or you will be 
swamped during the last week or 
ten days of the campaign, and in- 
efficient inspections will be the re- 
sult. Only one-sixth (1-6) of the 
motor vehicles registered were in- 
spected during the first month, or 
first third (1-3) of the campaign. 

“If a registered motor vehicle 
meets all the requirements of the in- 
spection campaign, with the excep- 
tion of an approved rear signal de- 
vice, you are advised to issue a 
sticker (see Bureau of Motor Ve- 
hicles’ supplemental bulletin No. 2, 
issued January 2, 1932), but for the 
purpose of securing certificate of 
title and registration, you are ad- 
vised that approved rear signal de- 
vices are required on both new and 
used motor vehicles, beginning April 
1, 1932, otherwise application for cer- 
tificate of title and registration will 
be returned by the Bureau of Motor 
Vehicles. All official inspection sta- 
tions have received list of approved 
rear signal lamps, with supplements 
issued thereto. If you desire addi- 
tional copies they will be furnished ! 
on request to P. A. A., Box 229, Har- | 
risburg, Pa.” 
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The Harrisburg Automotive Trade 
Association has suggested the dates 
of September 19 to 20 for the twelfth 
annual convention of the Pennsyl- 
vania Automotive Association. These 


dates have been accepted by the 
executive committee of the P. A.A., 
and the convention will be held at 
that time. 

A bulletin sent out by the Penn- 
sylvania Automotive Association in- 
dicates that the official inspection 
stations are doing a good job in 
handling their work under the new 
regulations. 

“A conference with officials of 
the Bureau of Motor Vehicles indi- 
cates that the inspections during the 
first six weeks of the present cam- 
paign have been made in accord- 
ance with the department’s require- 
ments. There have been occasional 
error of judgment, and some stick- 
ers have been given out without the 
required adjustments being made, 
but, on the whole, the campaign has 
been exceptionally clean‘ 

“Five official inspection station 
appointments have been cancelled, 
and more are to follow. Evidence 
has been accumulated that will 
shortly eliminate many more before 
any real damage can be done, for 
it is uniformly true that only the 
motor vehicles in good mechanical 
condition are being brought to the 
official stations at this time. 

“However, the time has arrived for 
a recheck on all official stations to 
ascertain if their space requirements 
and stock of tools and supplies con- 
forms with the requirements set up 
by the bureau. A minimum quan- 
tity of tools and supplies that each 
official station should possess is in 
the hands of all members of the 
highway patrol and can be had on 
application to this office. Minimum 
Space requirements have been set 
up, and will also be furnished on re- 
quest. 

“Your association feels that there 
was a misunderstanding on the part 
of some of the inspectors as to def- 
inite requirements as to _ space, 
equipment, tools and supplies, per- 
sonnel and cleanliness, and it is pos- 
sible that a large number of sta- 
tions, whose standing is in doubt, 
will be rechecked within the next 
month. There is no question but

N a recent conversation a leading automotive factory sales 
executive made the remark that the ultimate success or 
failure of an automobile company rests in the hands of its 


retail salesmen. 
This is more true today than it ever has been in the past. 


Until the present time the automobile industry has enjoyed 
one great advantage over almost every other form of busi- 
ness. People have wanted its products more than they have 
wanted almost anything else in the world. They have had 
the money to buy these products. The net result has been a 
smooth pathway for the retail salesman. During some 
periods of the automobile industry’s career the retail sales- 
man has been practically an order taker. He has had to do 
only a minimum of work to make sales. 

Today the people of the United States want the products 
of the automobile industry just as badly as they ever have 
wanted them in the past. But another factor has entered the 
matter of actual sales. People have money; they want new 
cars, but a whole lot of them want even more to add to the 
store of money that they have been anxiously putting away 
against possible need. In other words, many Americans view 
the immediate future with anxiety and are storing up what- 
ever surplus they may have, rather than spending it freely 
as they normally would. 

The retail automobile salesman today must sell, not 
merely take orders. 

Obviously the wise sales manager will devote a great 
deal of effort to training, instructing and improving his sales 
staff. He will teach his retail salesmen the best methods of 
lining up prospects, of approach, of handling the difficult 
used car phase of selling. And more perhaps than anything 
else, he will get his sales staff on its toes. Esprit de corps is 
going to mean a lot in 1932. We have one great factor in our 
favor, the obsolescence of many of the cars that still are run- 
ning about the country. Selling pressure put behind this out- 
standing fact will bring results. 

To borrow a military term, the retail sales force is the 
infantry of the sales warfare. The manufacturers may pro- 
duce, as they have, marvele of mechanical efficiency and 
beauty; the promotion department, the artillery, may bom- 
bard the customers with literature and other effort, but the 
fate of the battle rests in the hands of the infantry—the retail 
sales organization. 


Ford Will Help 


A’ last official announcement has come from Henry Ford 

that his company is beginning production of new 
models, a V-type eight and a revised four-cylinder car, both in 
the low-priced class. Many months ago Automotive Daily 
News told its readers that this was the likely outcome of 
developments at the Ford plant. We suggested that an eight 
and a four cylinder model would probably be presented on a 
single chassis to fill the buyer’s preference. All this is now 
officially confirmed. 

The huge Ford plants will swing into production on these 
new models early in March. The company’s pay roll will 
gradually be built up, bringing money into Detroit and a score 
of other cities. Releases will be given for materials and parts, 
starting up foundries and factories in many sections, The 
steel industry will see in this Ford announcement the first 
ray of light it has encountered in many dreary months. 

And then sales of the new Ford eights and fours will 
start up all over the country. Money that has been in banks 
or has been hoarded will be drawn out into circulation, reviv- 
ing business in many lines, 

In his announcement Henry Ford remarked that it is 
sometimes the duty of companies to sacrifice something to 
the general good, start manufacturing, even without profit 
for a while, to contribute to general revival. Production by 
the Ford Motor Company will be such a contribution.

Gardner Machine Has New 


Wire Lokt Abrasive Disk 


The Gardner Machine Company, 
Beloit, Wis., is putting out a new 
line of its “Wire Lokt” abrasive 
disks. It is claimed that with the 
use of these disks cement set-up in 
the plant is obviated; no backing 
has to be returned for resurfacing, 
and attachment of the wheel to the 
steel disk wheel is done by means of 
fillister head screws, 

In the abrasive structure of these 
disks a heavy steel wire is embed- 
ded, forming part of the abrasive 
backing. Steel anchoring nuts are 
fastened in the wire mesh, and the 
abrasive is forced through the mesh 
and around the locking nuts. In 
this way the mesh and the nuts are 
embedded in the abrasive bond 
when it has hardened. 

Fillister head screws of %-inch 
size are put through the steel disk 
wheel and into the locking nuts in 
the backing, except in the case of 
the 52 and 72 inch sectional disks.
